School Supt. Mel Rullman said he 
called:the governor’s office about a month 
ago to ask if Milliken would be able to 
take part in. the dedication ceremonies. 

“Since he signed the bill that made it all 
happen, we thought it would be ap- 
propriate for him to see the results,” 
Rullman said. He was referring to a 
special bill that enabled the former Twin 
Valley School District to demerge into 
separate East Jordan and Boyne City 
districts. 

"Milliken signed the. bill in October of 
1976, setting up an election on the 
demerger question in January, 1977, The 
demerger was overwhelmingly -approved 
and less than three. months later, East 
Jordan voters: approved a proposal. to

Park idea still iffy

EAST JORDAN - Will property in the 
Deer Creek dam area be developed as a 
park? 

The property is now owned by the East 
Jordan Industria} Development Cor- 
poration, and members of the board of 
directors aren't all sure what should be 
done with the property. 

The issua »? public ase of the land was 
brought into the limelight earlier this 
summer. A group of area young people 
staged a demonstration and came to a city 
council meeting to protest the city limiting 
hours the property could be used. 

Young people have used the area for 
years Tor parties, swimming and ag a 
general gathering place. The property is 
located south of the city and just north of 
the airport. It includes water frontage on 
Lake Patricia and Deer Creek. 

Around Aug. 1, when the young people 
began investigating the possibility of 
Jeasing the land from the city, they 
discovered that the IDC, not the city, 
owned the land. 

Nothing has been done with the 
property since the city deeded it to the 
IDC in 1962, and most local residents and 
city council members were still under the 
impression that it was public land. 

Now the future of the proper is un- 
decided. 

IDC member $aske Zoulek says he 
personally would like to see the land given 
to the local Lions and Rotary Clubs to 
develop into a park. 

“It's a beautiful, wild area,” he said. 
“I've got fond memories of it from when I 
was a kid. I caught fish there and cooked 
them over an open fire. It's always been a 


super place.” 

“The availability of a place to go fish 
and do your own thing is getting less and 
less all the time.” Zoulek said. “I just 
don't think we ought to let that land go 
into private ownership.” 

“I realize there is a problem of how to 
patrol the place, but maybe we could get a 
group together to help out with that. We 
can't. say we can't unlesa we try.” 

Fellow IDC member Sherm Thomas 
agrees with Zoulek, but he stresses that 
someone must be willing to follow through 
with the park idea.

“A few years ago, we pretty much 
agreed that it would make a real nice park 
for the Rotary and Lions, but not much 
was done with the idea.” 

“I would like to see it become a park, it 
would be a wonderful place for the whole 
county, not just East Jordan. But it’s 
going to take somebody with some am- 
bition to get it going,” Thomas said. 

Some other IDC members aren't at all 
sure what should be done with the 
property. They point out that the IDC 
hasn't even met to discuss the issue. 

IDC member Jim Petrie said ‘I don’t 
have the slightest idea what should be 
done. I'd like to talk to more people about 
what the. public thinks would be best, 

Walt Thorsen, IDC president is 
skeptical about the park idea. ‘It’s been 
tried before,” he points out. “‘I don’t see 
how the Lions and Rotary can police a 


park out there. ‘Phere’s been no discussion 
of it.on our boards, so for now we're just 
going to leave it in the hands of the IDC.” 

On the part of the clubs, Rotary 
president Dick Alderton said there has 
been no recent formal discussion of the 
subject among club officers. “But we 
would be glad to help with anything like 
that and I'm sure the Lions would be too. 
As service clubs, we work pretty closely 
together on other. projects. 

“Whatever's good for East Jordan, 
we're all for it,” Alderton said. A lot of 
things could be done out there, and I’m 
sure if someone did develop it, it would 
make a nice park."

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“Salmon stopper 


The state Department of Natural Resources has installed these 
fish weirs across the Jordan River near Rogers Bridge. Tt was 
put there to stop large chinook salmon from swimming up- 
stream and interfering with the spawning of trout. The Jordan 
does not offer good habitat for salmon spawning, but it is a 
good trout spawning stream. The weir is made of pipes which 


are place close enough together to keep the large saimon from 
swimming through, but the smaller trout are able to pass 
through. Periodically, the salmon strapped between the weirs 
are netted and the eggs are sold to bait shops. The weirs will 
remain in the river until Oct. 30. Until that time. fishing 
downstream from the weirs is prohibited.

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' EAST JORDAN - To collect and 
distribute money to those leas fortunate 
than themselves, the East Jordan 
Community Chest started it’s annual drive 
on Sunday, October 1 to help support 
worthy agencies. 

Walter. Goebel, president of the East 
Jordan Community Chest, said there is an 
Internal. Revenue Service restriction that 
says any group collecting money cannot 
donate to any organization that isn’t 
recognized by the IRS as a non-profit 
group, such as Big Brothers-Big Sisters. 

The Community Chest, in conjunction 
with the United Way of Michigan, has 
been around since 1942, making it one. of 
the oldest chapters in the state. The chest 
officials hope that they do well this year 
with a projected goal of $14,000. 

Last year their goal was $11,000, but 
the chest drive brought in almost $13,000.

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CHANDLER TOWNSHIP - Not just 
the harvest moon has been shining on this 
fall in Chandler Township, Local 
residents say they have been bothered by 
“shining,” the practice of using 
headlights, spotlights or any bther form of 
illumination to spot deer. 

There was a time when shining was 
illegal, but the law was declared un: 
constitutional. So shining, while often 
bothersome to area residents, is legal as 
long as you don’t shoot at what you shine 
at. That's poaching, because deer season 
doesn’t start until November, and hunting 
at night is illegal year round. 

“The shiners are bad," says Beatrice 
Howard of Walton Road. “I don't know 
what we people out in the hills are going 
to do.” 

“They drive right into our driveway and 
they're shining,” she says, ‘It shines up 
rooms inside the house.” 

Mrs. Howard says the shining is worse 
this year than usual. Her son Dennis, 
Chandler Township supervisor, says he 
worries that some shiners do more than 
look at the deer they spot. He says out-of- 
season hunting is an increasing problem. 

“People are knocking deer down,” 
Howard says. He said that over the Labor 
Day weekend he heard a shot found a 
dead doe the next day. By that time, the 
meat had spoiled. ‘It was such a waste,” 
Howard says. 

Howard says since then he has seen a 
fawn roaming the woods by itself, the 
apparent orphan of the doe that was shot. 
“So we'll probably lose two of them," he 
said. 

Conservation officers ‘from the 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR) 
are fighting long odds when they try to 
catch poachers and illegal shiners, ac- 
cording to Jim Genc, area law supervisor. 
“It’s really like trying to catch a needle in 
a haystack,” he says. 

Genc said that severa) years ago the 
DNR tested its enforcement capabilities 
by sending out officers posing as hunters 
into the woods to shoot into the air at night 
and ‘‘commit’’ other violations, Area 
conservation were not told of the test. 

Of 200 violations, only one person was 
caught, Genc said. “It's not that the of- 
ficers aren't doing their jobs," he says. 
“It's that they're spread out so thin.” He 
said there are approximately 185 officers 
covering the entire state. 

But Genc says there wouldn't be much 
the DNR could do about shiners even if it 
had more manpower. “‘It's not against the 
law to shine. There's nothing we can do 
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about it unless they have firearms. People 
usually don’t mean to shine windows.” 

He said many people shine for deer, 
bears and raccoon just to.get a.close look 
at them. That’s legal. But he adds that 
“We've picked up a couple crews of 
shiners with rifles.” Such offenders can 
receive fines of up to $250, : 

Even during the hunting season, 
hunters aren’t allowed to’ shine’ while 
carrying guns. Genc says that allowing 
hunters to shine would take some of the 
sportsmanship out of hunting. 

“Tt's an easy way to kill them because 
the light blinds them,” he said. “But 
there isn’t much sport to it.” 

Genc said poaching and illegal shining 
get worse all the time. ”“‘It’s not quite so 
bad around here because there aren't, 
really that many deer. But statewide, it’s 
increased. This time of year you always 
have it happening.” 

Genc said the DNR feels that more deer 
are shot illegally than legally. “To some 
people it's just a challenge to see if you can 
avoid getting caught,” he said. ‘Others 
might have had their eye on some big buck 
all summer and worry that if they wait 
until the season, somebody might get it 
ahead of them.”

Howard said butchered cattle have been 
found in fields in past years, stripped of 
their meat. 

Since the DNR is understaffed and 
can’t arrest shiners unless they’re armed, 
Howard says some Chandler residents are 
taking matters into their own hands. 
“We've been a little redneck about shiners 
up here in this corner,” he said. 

Howard says when somebody shines on 
his property he asks them to quit, “I 
explain that we don’t know what their 
intentions are, whether they've just come 
to look at deer or are going to shoot at 
them or our cattle,” he said,

In the news business there are those in 
the public eye who respond to criticism - or 
what they perceive to-be criticiem - by 
yelling and screaming about the bias and 
or inadequacy of the press. And then there 
are those who understand that there can 
be two, three, or more sides to any issue 
and understand the role of the press in our 
society. They remain calm, professional. 

Of course, the press is not faultless. 
Some newspapers choose all-out war with 
a press critic rather than rational op-

All this is by means of an introdgetion 
to my involvement in the past few months 
with the two businesses that contro! public 
transportation in our part of the world. I 
speak of North Centra} Airlines and North 
Star Lines, the bus operator. North. 
Central fails the test that all service 
operations undergo from time-to-time; 
North Star passes. 

Let me explain. 

Although we all own cars - at least it 
seems that way, doesn’t it? - there are 
times when we must .use the public 
transportation systems. Qn_ occasion, 
someone in the family must travel 
downstate for a wedding, an illness of a 
loved one, an unexpected death. At such 
times the car must remain here in 
Charlevoix County for essential use by 
other members of the family. There are 
nooptions for convenient travel 
throughout our area. For long-distance 
occasional travel, we are forced to rely on 
North Central and North Star. 

You might recall my column of some 
weeks ago about what I and eight other 
Pellston-bound passengers believed was 
incredible operational bungling by North 
Central that led to our flight being ter- 
minated without warning in Traverse City 
one Friday midnight. ; 

On another occasion during the past 
summer I was forced to use the bus to 
travel downstate one Sunday. This trip 
was terminated without notice in Cadillac. 

Very quickly, here is what happened. 
When the bus driver announced a 10- 
minute coffee stop in Cadillac, I] was one 
of the first passengers off the bus because I 
had missed breakfast in my rush to catch

hobos. But since they've gotten a little 
money, we call them tourists. 

Boyne City is one of the many small 
towns making up the backbone of a great 
nation. But it has been in trouble ever 
since shopping at home played out.

The response to my official complaint 
about the North Star driver's action was a 
long letter of explanation and apology 
from a vice-president, a refund for my 
ticket that had not been used, and a 
reimbursement for a telephone call I made 
to a friend in Lansing telling her of my 
plight and asking her to pick up my 
personal belongings on the bus when it 
arrived. 

The company did not reimburse me for 
the extra bus ticket I had to buy from 
Grand Rapids to Lansing (1 hitchhiked 
from Cadillac to Grand Rapids), but that 
is of no great import: Perhaps the official 
thought that the ticket cost was covered by 
the refund of the Cadillac-Lansing fare. 

Much more important to me was the 
tone and substance of the letter.

action in making an unscheduled stop and 
then leaving early without all the 
passengers.

that I should have marched hack to the 
bus like all the others. Trouble is, as my 
mother has always said, I never marched 
with the crowd. : 

In my reply to North Star, I pointed out 
that if I had not been male, young (I like 
to think so), accustomed in earlier years to 
hitchhiking around the state, my. stran- 
ding could have been a most serious

matter. It could have been winter, not 
summer; I could have been elderly, and I 
might not have known my way arousid the 
state. The Cadillac bus station was not 
open and it would be 4-5 hours before the 
next bus was due... 

My point in saying all this was to 
emphasize to the company the. possible 
serious consequences of the driver's action 
if the person stranded had been someone 
other than me. I was inconvenienced 
somewhat, but my mother might have 
been in a state of shock if it had happened 
to her. 

i don’t like transportation monopolies, 
or monopolies of any kind, for that matter. 
Too often it can lead to a disdain for 
people. But I know, too, that sometimes 
we must live with them, because com- 
petitors cannot survive when there is a 
limited audience. The reply from North 
Star leads me to think that they are 
concerned about their customers. despite 
its monopoly here in the notth. 

I feel quite differently about North 
Central Airlines, an operator that I must 
patronize far more often than North Star. 

‘The airline's response to the fury of 
their passengers that was unleashed when 
we were stranded far from home in the 
middle of the night was a three-sentence 
mimeographed statement, and another 
brief printed statement in a similar vein 
attached to a refund check. The 
statements carried no names or signatures. 

The former began, “We are sorry your 
flight was interrupted.” The fact is that 
our flight wasn't interrupted. It was 
terminated prematurely in Traverse City 
by the company, The reason remains a 
mystery to this day. The employees on the 
scene could only speculate lamely on why 
the plane due to take us to Pellston had 
left 25 minutes before we arrived. 

The statement continued: “‘Your 
refund is based on the air fare versus the 
cost of the ground transportation which 
was provided.” That's right, we the 
passengers - not North Central - had to 
pay for the trip to Pellston by van after 
North Central's arbitrary action. 

- The -third and final sentence stated: 


“We hope that you will be flying with us 


again soon and that your next trip on 
North Central is entirely enjoyable.” 
It's like having your face rubbed in the 
dirt by a bully. ; 
We are all captives if we want to fly out 
of here on a’ commercial carrierfor 
business or for pleasure.

But what happens to local governments 
(cities, counties, townships, etc.) who rely .

House predicts that an increase of | 
percent in the state personal income tax 
will be one of the first steps taken by the 
state. In addition, electors in local school 
districts will be asked to vote on the 
question of a local school income tax of up 
to 1 percent. Cities, which now have no 
income tax, will consider a 1 percent 
income tax to help make up lost revenues. 


Property owners and everyone else 
subject to income taxes will pay higher 


income taxes. How much would those +

' Assuming lost revenues would be 


replaced by other taxes, whether or not 
you would save money by the Tisch plan 
depends upon your household income and 
property tax. 


Generally, upper middle to high income 
persons would pay more total tax under 
the Tisch amendment if a higher personal 
income tax were substituted for lost 
property tax revenues, 


If you are 65 or older, you already 
receive a generous tax saving under the 
present tax system through the homestead 
tax credit. Therefore, senior citizens would 
tend to gain little from the Tisch property 
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. tax cut, according to House. — 


Those who would save tax doilars if the 


amendment passes. are low-income. 


homeowners under 65 and owners of 
valuable land (such as farmers and income 
property. owners). Certain businesses 
paying high property taxes could also save 
a large amount. 


An increase in state and local income 
tax will help, but it won't be enough to 
totally compensate local governements for 
the loss of property tax revenues, ac- 
cording to House. Therefore, a lower 
property tax will probably mean loss of 
services in communities that do not 
replace lost property tax revenues, he says. 


“Before pulling the lever in November, 
voters should carefully weight effects of 
the Tisch proposal on public services. Will 
you really be satisfied with a lower level of 
public services?’ House asks. 

Services which rely heavily on property 
tax revenue for their operating costs in- 
clude local police departments, county

The state has other tax options, in- 


. cluding raising the single business tax. 


However, House says that raising the 
single business tax (essentially a-tax on the 
privilege of doing busitiess in Michigan) 
would be difficult without first rewriting 
the single business tax law. As the law 
stands now, business would save property 
tax money through the :Tisch amendment, 
but that saving would be eliminated if the 
single business tax were increased enough 
to recover property tax revenues lost.

What's ahead for school funding? 


BOYNE CITY - Did the et i; system 
have its last millage election Monday? 

The question of millage is finally settled 
for this year after voters approved 18.9 
mills for the current school year Monday 
by a 674-462 vote. But the future of 
school funding will be on the line in the 
November 7 general election. 


One of the proposals on the hallot is for 
a‘ school voucher tax system. If it passes, 
schools would be funded by state income 
tax instead of the current system, under 
which taxpayers in each district vote on 
how much property tax they want to spend 
on schools. 

Two other proposals, expected to have 
strong chances of passing, would also 
effect school funding. The Tisch 
Amendment, similar to California's 
Proposition 13, would cut property taxes 
in half and limit the annual increase in 
property assessments to 214 percent. 


The Headlee Amendment. somewhat 
less extreme, would limit state spending to 
its current share of personal income in the 


state. 

One person who will probably be voting 
against all three tax measures is Richard 
Kelly,, Boyne’s school superintendent. 
“All of them would effect schoo] funding,” 
he said. 

Kelly is especially concerned about the 
voucher proposal. “Even though our 
millages were defeated twice, I'm still in 
favor of toca] people deciding how much 
funding the schools get,’ Kelly said. 


“The way it is now, we know exactly 
how many dollars we're going to get. 
Under the voucher, if the state had a bad 
year, there would be no guarantee of how 
much money you would get.” 


Part of the school's budget already 
comes in state aid, so Kelly knows how 
uncertain it can be. He said one year 
during the gasoline shortage the auto 
industry had a bad year, so the state lost 
tax revenue and the school system had its 
appropriation cut $70,000 at the last 
minute. 

The school system had enough reserve 


money to survive that unpleasant surprise, 
but might be in rough shape if something 
similar happened next year. It’s reserve 
funds are down because the board lowered 
its millage request after seeking 20.6 mills 
in the first two elections and being soundly 
defeated. 

Monday's election will provide 
$1,119,245 in voted tax revenue for the 
schools. The tax will be collected in 
December. The total school millage, voted 
and allocated, is 31.45 mills, down from 
31.76 last year. But property owners will 
still be paying more this year because 
property values have increased. 

Under the millage passed Monday, the 
owner of a $20,000 home will be paying 
$188 in voted millage, up $10 from last 
year. Kelly says the millage approval will 
enable the school system. to keep its 
present program. He had warned that a 
third defeat might result in layoffs and the 
dropping of extracurricular activities. 

But all those worries were gone Monday 
night. as school officials sat back and 
enjoyed the end of the long road to getting 


millage approved. ‘I’m going to go home, 
plop.my feet up and relax tonight,” said a 
happy Ed Snyder after the results were 
announced., The elementary principal 


noted the wide margin of victory, saying, 


“It’s nice to get a good healthy margin. 
It’s good ‘to get that support.” 

Rich Kelly said, ‘Am I ever relieved. 
I’ve had frogs j jumping in may stomach all 
day.” 

Kelly said he predicted earlier ‘im the 
day that the millage would pass by 150 
votes. He said he felt the wide margin was 
caused by voters realizing the school board 
had lowered its initial request. 

After the first millage defeat, eome 
school officials said the approval of 
Proposition 13 encouraged local voters to 
turn thumbs down on any tax increase. 
Now, even though Boyne's millage has 
been approved, Kelly says, “I don’t think 
there has been any let up in the tax 
revolt.” 

“It's hard to look a year in advance, 
especially with all the issues on the ballot. 
But it’s going to be tough.”

Old City Park might geta faceli

BOYNE CITY - It's the city’s forgotten 
park. Sitting along the Boyne River 
between Park and East Streets, Old City 
Park is used mainly by a few teenagers 
who hang out near the bridge. 

But the park may be getting a facelift. 
Boyne City Manager Tim Clifton says he 
plans to apply for a grant from the 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR| 
to restore the park. And some members of 
the city’s Parks and Recreation Com- 
mission have expressed a desire to spruce 
up the park, 

“It's a real pretty park, but it’s not 
being used,” Clifton said. ‘It has so much 
potential.'’ Clifton said that the park also 
has a wide variety of trees, which could. be 
identified for educational purposes. 


Clifton said the city will probably apply 
for the grant sometime after the first of the 
year. He’s not yet certain how much 
money the city will seek. “It's all in the 
preliminary: stages right now,” he said. 

The money would come from the 
DNR’'s Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
and would be on a 50-50 match basis. 
That means the city would put up a dollar 
for every dollar provided by the state. 


’ But instead of laying out cash, Clifton 
said, the city could use the services of its 
employees, such as the street department, 
for its part of the match. “I think a lot 
could be done for $100,000,” Clifton said. 
He said the city might only have to 
provide approximately $10,000 in actual 
cash, which would come from next year's 
general revenue budget. 

“We're going to look at the place and 
see what?we need to put in the park to 
attract more people,” Clifton said. There 


Last 


was a time, according to long-time local 


residents with special interest in 
recreation, when the park was widely- 
used. 


“It used to be a great place to picnic,” 
says Boyne Community Recreation 
Director Mike Davis. Thelma Behling. a 
member of the parks commission, says, “I 
can remember playing in a band in the 
gazebo that used to be there when I was a 
little. girl.” 

Davis said new facilities in the park, 
such as a bandshell, would be “ideal, 
because it’s near the downtown area and 
that’s where the people are, especially in 
the summer.” He also suggested a small 
dock for fishing ‘and canoe launching into 
the river. 


The park is presently littered with cans 
and graffiti carved into many of the 
benches and tables. So why fix up an area 
if people are going to abuse it? “If it's 
spruced up I think vandalism will go 
down.” Davis said. 

“The place looks like hell now. Nothing 
ever happens down there. But I think that 
if people saw the place was being taken 
care of, they'd take better care of it 
themselves." 

The subject of renovating the park came 
up at last week's meeting of the Parks and 
Recreation Commission. The members 
had somewhat mixed emotions about the 
project. Some members expressed 
frustrations that the commission hasn't 
tackled any specific problems, but others 
warned against being to hasty. 


“It seems like we're spinning our 
wheeis.” said commission member Bruce 
Janssen. “If the community can give us 
the money to do this, fine. Otherwise, let's

try to get some private money. 

Commission chairman Dick Fish 
cautioned. “Il agree that something needs 
to be done, but I’m not sure this is the 
place to jump into.” 

To which Janssen replied. “I think we 
should jump into something.” 

Fish question whether the commission 
would be able to do the research needed to 
get the city park project off the ground. 
“Nobody on this committee has the time 
to sit down and dig out all that in- 
formation,” he said. 

Jeff Bradford responded, “If it doesn’t 
happen here at this table, it’s not going to 
get done. We have a lot of expertise here 
and we should put that expertise to work," 

City Manager Clifton thinks the city 
has a “super-good"' chance of receiving 
state funding for the park. Mike Davis 
agreed, saying, “The state offices are 
trying to channel more money into the 
northern districts lately instead of the 
urban areas." 

“In the past, the urban areas got the 
money because they had more pull. But 
now that’s changing because they're 
realizing this is a recreation area for 
people from the cities as well as people 
who live here.” 

In other action at the aris commission 


. Meeting, the commission accepted the 


resignation of Dick Cunningham. Those 
interested in being on the commission can 
contact City Hall. 

The city also has a vacancy’ un the 
Planning Commission. Clifton said 
anyone interested in being on any other 
commission should also contact him, 
because there is a rapid turnover. “It's 
good for us to have a backlist of people 
who are witling to serve,” he said.

There’s an interesting bit of history that 
goes along with Dead Man's Hill, one of 
Michigan’s most popular fall color- 
viewing spots. 

The next two weekends, as fall color hits 
its blazing peak, the hill will be crowded 
with people. They’ll be enjoying the 
panoramic view of the Jordan River 
Valley. 

The view is so spectacular that a sign on 
U.S. highway 131 points it out as a scenic 
lookout. To get there, take 13] about nine 
miles south from Boyne Falls and turn 
right at the sign. The hill is two miles west 
of the highway. 

A large sign at Dead Man's Hill tells 
how it got its name: “The period of early 
logging in the hills of the Jordan River 
Valley was marred by several fatal ac- 
cidents. The last known and beat recalled 
tragedy took the life of 21 year old Stanley 


Graczyk ‘Big Sam), a fun-loving lum- 
berjack, soon to be married. He became 
legend om May 20, 1910, when he was 
killed while driving a team and “big 
wheels” loaded with logs down a steep 
slope near here. This high point, with its 
commanding view of the valley, has ever 
since been known as “Dead Man’s Hill.” 

Before that sign was put up, there were 
a number of conflicting tales about exactly 
how Big Sam met his fate. One story said 
he was killed in a blasting accident. 

The story was cleared up once and for 
all on Nov. 20, 1969, when Tony 
Wojciechawski of Boyne Falls, who had 
been present when Big Sam was killed, 
finally set the record straight with a letter 
to the editor of the Northland Press. 
(Wojciechowski died earlier this year.) 
Here is his letter:

If you're out to enjoy fall colors, it’s 
hard to beat Dead Man's Hill.

The top of Dead Man’s Hill is also the 
beginning of what some people think is 
one of the best hiking trails you'll find 
anywhere.

The full 18-mile trail is designed as a 
two-day trip, with a campground at the 
halfway point near Pinney Bridge. 

Forester Bill Mittig of Boyne City 
designed and helped build the trail.

I was present and helped carry Big Sam 
off the road with a man by the name of 
Tony Miller. He was my wheel loader. 
The date was sometime in May of 1910 to

the best of my knowledge. 

What actually happened was: 

“Big Sam” was running between the 
lags and the eveners on the horses. He 
stumbled and fell in the wheel track, but 
threw his body out and the bunch of logs 
caught his feet and pulled his body under 
the wheels. 

I was there sitting on another pair of 
wheels waiting for Big Sam to go by me. 
When the wheels ran over him, I jumped 
up and ran over and raised his head and 
asked him, “Are you hurt?” He did not 
answer, he just kind of rolled his eyes and 
looked up at me. 

The wheels are not at the site as some 
writers have claimed. They were pulled 
right out of there the day that he was 
killed. 

Before this accident happened, Big Sam 
had broken an axle on his wheels and 
killed a horse; and this is the axle that 
probably was left in the woods that is 
sometimes referred to as the Jost wheels 
that killed Big Sam. 

Big Sam never lived in the Bohemian 
settlement. He lived in Elmira, he was not 
a Bohemian, he was Polish, and he lived 
with his sister, Mrs. John Ojczynasz. who 
lived just across the road from the Ray
